LOCAL BOY HONORED

Forrest Hearn Picked for ‘‘No.
One''—Interesting Letter.

In a letter to his mother, Mrs. J. M.
Hearn, Forrest E, Hearn, of the 117th
infantry, now in the front line trenches,
with pardonuble pride tells her of his
being selected out of a class of fortys
elght for the post of “No, 1" of a ma-
chine gun squad. He incloses a clip-
ping from an English newspaper which
describes the vital work of “No. 1" and
his machine gun in modern batties, His
letter follows in part:

“Dear Mother—I1 reccived your last
letters while in the front line trenches
walting for the Germuns to show
themselves, 1 had heard and read of
‘no man's land' now 1 have meen (it
in reality. We were In the trenches
sight days and nights and the Ger-
mans were close around us. We were
gussed and shelled continually, hia
shells ringing all around us. There
wns only one casually in our company
and that but a very slight wound, 1
saw an alrplane fight between a Ger-
miun and a Britiaher, Fioally the
Britisher brought the Hun down after
setting his machine on fire. He fell
head grnl and when he hit the ground
his plane went up in flames. He fell|
in ‘no man's land’ and no one went to
him. . .
“I have changed my rifle for a ma-
chine gun, and made a pretty good
trade, tno, While we were in the
trenches we got only a quart of water
every twentv-four hours. [ think 1
shaved once and washed twice. Ithink
1 will be allowed to tell you in a few
days where I am and you can get a
mnp and keep track of me.

“Eggs here cost $1.20 per dozen, jam
80 centa per quart, while you can’t get
bread for love nor money."

"Aug. 9—Evervthing is still golog on
gatisfactorily with the allles. The Hun
fs» on the run and we are golng to
keep golng. The rest of the company
is out drilling. My squad is held in
reserve in case of an air attack. That
wan the general’'s orders and Capt.
pleked us for the joh, You see how
the machine guns rank. 1 think the
rest of the boys are getting jealous of
our squad, but I should worry as long
as it is 0. K. with the captain, The
general {8 the man who had it done
and our squad was Iucky. 1 don't know
whether wa were the best qualified or
tha iazlest.

“Aug. 14—Whlle we were asleep last
night “Jerry’'s nirplane flew over and
dropped hombs, The one that fel
nearest was about 200 yards off, sono
one wos hurt. They only tore a hole
in the ground big enough to put a
tent in. I bought a pretty little auto-
mutie pistol from a Belglan soldler. ]
am going to hold it In reserve for
Jorry.
